Tlie Wanders of She World 

The Pyramids of Egypt rank first, 
being the oldest as well as the most 
permanent things whioli man has 
ever built. They are situated iu the 
middle of Egypt, and they ate now 
in existenoe some seventy-five ; of 
this number there are some whioh 
ate crumbling into shapeless mass¬ 
es. But the group of Qhizeh, which 
is the most important, stands in 
sturdy and unyielding strength 
The Pyramids are the tombs of 
Egypt’s dead kings, and dates back 
t3 the fourth Dynasty— about three 
thousand years before Christ. The 
largest covers an area of nearly thir¬ 
teen acres, was originally four 
hundred and eighty-one feet high, 
and had a length on each Bide at 
the base, of seven hundred and fifty- 
five feel. 

The Hanging Gardens of Baby¬ 
lon were built by Nebuohadoezzar 
for his qneen, Amytis, and their 
site had heeu locate at the not them 
end of the city. They consisted of 
a series of terraces rising to a con¬ 
siderable height, and laid out as a 
park ; it Is probable that such 
gardens would have been near to 
or adjoining the king’s place. The 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar was about 
8000 B O. 

The Tomb of Mausolus, Ring of 
Carla of Halioarnassus, was built 
about 3S2 b.o. From this great 
monument, built by the king’s 
widow, Artemisia, as a memorial to 
him, the word mausoleum of our 
oominon speech is derived. The 
tomb seems to have been preserved 
up to the twentieth ceutnry, but 
earthquakes probably started Its 
ruin soon after this, and the stones 
from it have been used lu many 
other buildings. 

The Temple of Diana, at Ephe¬ 
sus, was built at the public charge, 
though King Cioesus is believed to 
have contributed largely to it. It 
was one hundred and sixty four by 
three hundred and forty two and a 
half feet and the height of its 
uolumns was fifty. It was begun 
In the sixth century before Christ, 
had one hundred and tweuty years 
ire said to have elapsed before it 
was completed It was the seat of 
the worship of the goddness Diana. 

The Colossus of Khodes was a 
slat no of Helios, the snn god. Its 
construction occupied the artist 
twelve years. It stood near the 
harbor, but not across the entrauoe, 
As was at one time supposed. It 
was erected about 280 B O. and 
thrown down by an earthquake 
some sixty-six years later. Its 
height was something over one 
hundred feet. 

The Statue of Jupiter at Olym 
pia was the work of the greatest 
sculptor of anoient Greeoe, Phidias 
by name, who was born about 490 
B O, This heroic figure was about 
forty-two feet high, and represent¬ 
ed the god seated ou a throne It 
was made of ivory and gold. 

The Pharos of Egypt was begun 
under Ptolemy I, and was finished 
by bis son about SS2 B 0. It was 
a lofty lower, built on the eastern 
extremity of the rocky island from 
which it took its name, and was 
the great lighthouse at the entrance 
to the harbor of Alexandria. The 
light waa furnished by a beacon 
fire on its summit. Its height was 
four hundred and fifty feet, and the 
light could be seen at a distanoe of 
one huudred miles. 

The Palaoe of Cyrus, the fouuder

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of the Persian Empire, is Also 
mentioned ns one of the wonders of 
the anoient world, though the 
preference is given to PhAros of 
Egypt by the best authorities. This 
palaoe was cemented with gold. 

Among other wonders, the 
Colosseum of Rome heads the list 
This was built by Vespasian, and 
dedicated by his son Titus, in 80 
A.D. 

This greAt amphitheater seated 
eighty-seven thousand persons, its 
dimensions being six hundred and 
seventeen by five hundred and 
twelve feet. It was the scene of 
the bloody sports in which the 
Romans delighted, and of the mar¬ 
tyrdom of many of the early Chris¬ 
tians. 

The Catacombs of Rome, the 
earliest burial places of the Chris 
tiaus, are outside the city walls, 
within a radius of three miles ; they 
were excavated wherever the soil 
was suitable for sucb tunneling, but 
were not secretly made, as the old 
tradition would have ns believe. 
The length has been estimated 
variously at from three huudred 
and fifty to eight huudred miles, 
and the number of dead which they 
oontaiu is from six to seven millious 

The great Wall of China was 
built by the founder of the Tain 
dynasty, iu 206 BO. It length 
was more than one thousand two 
huudred and fifty miles and it is 
the largest defensive work in the 
world, being thirty five feet high 
and twenty-one feet thick. If 
follows an irregular course, marking 
the northern boundary of the em¬ 
pire, and it is hot affected by 
natural obstacles. There are 
towers at frequent intervals, 
presumably for lookout. 

The Leaning Tower of Pisa is the 
most remarkable of the slanting 
campaniles, though not by any 
means the only one. It was heguu 
in 1174 and finished in 1360. Its 
height is one huudred and eighty- 
one feet, and it Is fifty one and a 
half feet iu diameter at the base. 
It inclines thirteen feet eight inches 
toward the south. The opinion 
prevails now that the Blent is inten¬ 
tional iu all these leaning towers, 
though the reason for it is not 
clear. 

The Mosque of St. Sophia, in 
Constantinople, is one of the most 
magnificent edifices in the world. 
It was began by Justinian iu A.D. 
532 and was completed in five years. 
Originally it was named the Church 
of St. Sophia. Its walls were deco¬ 
rated with beautiful mosaics, which 
have been partly effaced or partly 
covered with inscriptions from the 
Koran. It was converted iuto a 
mosque by Mohammed II, in 1453, 
and four minarets were added, while 
the golden cross was replaced by the 
orescent. Its dome is one hundred 
ami five feet in diameter and one 
hundred and eighty-four feet high 

inside.— Ihe Scrap Book.

Habits of carelessness can be 
tolerated in the priuting office less 
than in any other i^dnstiial depart¬ 
ment that we know of, because there 
are ao many nooks and corners about 
the oomposiug room where filth, pi, 
and misplaced sorts can be secreted 
and allowed to accumulate, especial 
ly in new and less used display oases: 
and iu no other place is a habit of 
carelessness so detrimental to the 
best interest of the concern, and the 
health And physical comfort aud 
convenience of the workman, as in 
the printing office. Here, above all 
other places, should tills habit l>o 
curtailed and eliminated, if that 
mental benefit is expected whioh is 
commonly supposed to be derived 
from a close application at the case, 
and where for that matter other 
civilizing influences are supposed to 
be absorbed by the workmen. 
Much has been written about the 
great benefits aud advantages 
afforded by apprenticeships to the 
art of printing, bub uuless the 
apprentice is of an industrious turn 
of miod, he will reap no more bene¬ 
fit mentally from contact with the 
“art pieservative” than the least 
menial who labors in the ditch. In 
the greatest number of luatAnoes 
his mental standard decides the 
quality of the appreutioe, just as 
truly as olothes make a man in the 
social plane. Carelessness is a 
bane wherever it is found, and 
ought not to be tolerated lu any 
{business or trade.— Selected.

With adequate 
wages come all those Ihiugs that 
make for successful democracy 
With niggardly wages come all of 
the wrongs and abuses and priva 
lions that retard democracy aud 
demean and oppress humanity.”

You must 
hustle, work and sweat. You can 
not loaf ou your job or dodge the 
details, like you could in war time 
when . labor was at a premium. 
Give an honest day’s work aud you 
will receive good wages. But hous¬ 
ing facilities are limited. You can 
not get room for love or money, but 
must built your own house. Board 
Is very cheap, if you want it. 
It seems everything Is cheap but 
rooms.

In our last letter we spoke of a 
movement being ou foot to bring 
the 1926 Reunion of the Kentucky 
Association of the Deaf to Louis¬ 
ville. While we only intended to 
make the mere statement, we now 
realize that we snrely "started the 
ball lolling.” Unbeknown and 
unsolicited for on our part, the 
movement is given an added 
" punch,” boost and impetus in tbe 
Kentucky Standard (Colonel Mc¬ 
Clure, Editor, "the Watterson of 
the Deaf Editors” and President of 
the K. A. D.), issue of May 3d, aud 
is reproduced veibatim : 

Louisville in 1926. 

The Louisville correspoudeut of 
the New Yoik JOURNAL says in his 
last letter to that, paper, that the 
deaf of Louisville have started a 
movement to secure the 1926 meet¬ 
ing of the Kentucky Association of 
the Deaf for that oity. We believe 
it would be a good thing for the 
deaf of the state to meet occasionally 
iu the metropolis. The meetings 
iu a small town attract little 
attention, but a gathering in Louis¬ 
ville would place the deaf in the 
limelight, with the oity daily papers 
giviug wide publicity to the pio- 
oeedings. What the deaf need is 
to have the public get a better 
understanding of them aud their 
capabilities, aud a whole lot of 
educative work could be acoom 
pUshed by holding the uext reunion 
iu Louisville. 

The meetings, heretofore, have 
been largely social affairs; the mem 
bers desiied it that way, for it has 
always been hard work to tally them 
lo business sessions aside from the 
opening and olosing ones. But let 
us have a business oonventiou in 
1926, and make a special effort to 
demonstrate to tbe people of the 
State what the deaf are doing aud 
cau do. The average mau known 
next to nothiug of the deaf, though, 
thanks lo the impression created by 
impostors, noap aud pencil peddlets 
aud like grafters, he does have a 
hazy idea that they are all objects 
of charity. It makes him gasp to lie 
informed that practically as large a 
per cent of the deaf as of the hear 
ing make a living—and an honest 
one. 

There are plenty of " live wires” 
among the deaf residents of Louis 
ville to furnish the necessary local 
leadership for haudlini; the gather¬ 
ing, and a city offers many atlrac 
lions aud conveniences over the 
small town. 

Let us make it Louisville, Iu 1926

HAMS STADE AND THE CASNIBAL 

CHIEF 

Hans Stade, a young German who 
was once captured by cannibals, had 
to tell many lies to save his life. 
For nine months, says a writer in the 
the Pan-American Magazine , Stade 
lived among the Tupinambas of 
South America, expecting that each 
day of hiscaptivity would be his last. 

One day the captain of a French 
ship, a man who knew that Stade 
was a captive, and who was on 
friendly terms with the cannibals, 
sent two men to the chief to plead 
for him. Stade said that one of the 
two was his brother, and that he 
himself must return with him aboard 
the vessel to fetch valuable presents 
for the chief. Getting permission 
to visit the ship, Slade remained on 
board for five days while the French 
captain was loading. When the 
vessel was ready to sail the chief 
insisted that Stade should return to 
the shore. 

The Captain, who did not want to 
quarrel with the natives, spoke 
with friendliness and guile of the 
chief's kindness to the captive. 
Then by arrangement ten sailors 
who in some degree resembled Stade 
came forward together and declared 
that they were all his brothers; they 
insisted that he go home with them 
for a visit to see their old father 
once again before he died. Then 
the captain said that for his part he 
wanted to send Hans back on shore, 
but that he was only one man 
against all these brothers and could 
not do anything. 

“ And I,” says Stade, “ told my 
master the king that I should be 
glad to go home with him, but 
that he saw well that my brothers 
would not consent. Then he went 
weeping about the ship and said 
that, if they really wanted to take 
me with them, I was to return in 
the first ship. He regarded me as 
his son and was very angry with 
those who had wanted to eat me. 
One of the chief’s wives, who also 
whs on boar.i, had to cry over me 
according to their custom, and I 
also cried.” 

And with those tears of a some 
what crocodile quality Hans Stade 
bale farewell to his Tupinamba hosts 
forever.
